I have a riddle for you. “What is over 100 
years old. but is really a youngster, 
serves over 180 million Americans, represents 
independence and freedom, and has put 
the mightiest nation in the world on wheels, in 
the air and on the sea?” Care to 
guess? 

It’s a product that can be broken down 
into many other by-products, and can 
be nicknamed “black gold.” Got it? Yep, it’s 
oil. And while the oil industry was built 
around the demand for fuel for cars, 
the original need was for fuel to light homes, and 
lubricate machinery. 

The American Indians were the first 
to rely on oil and gas. They made 
use of the seepage in bogs for various things, as 
well as medicinal purposes.

Vacation time is almost here, and if 
you plan on taking your pet along, the 
Southern California Veterinary Medical 
Association (SCVMA) suggests ways to 
help make the trip both safe and enjoy¬ 
able for you and your pet. 

Before leaving home make certain you 
have both a valid rabies certificate and a 
health certificate from your veterinarian. 
If you lack either one, you may be denied 
admission to another state or country. 

Keep dogs and cats on a leash at all 
times. Otherwise, your pet may end up 
as one of the many animals lost each year 
when It runs off to explore strange sur¬ 
roundings and never returns. All pets 
should wear identification tags bearing the 
address of either your veterinarian or a 
friend who can be contacted should the 
animal be found after you have left the 
area.

You should also carry a detailed de¬ 
scription of your pet, signed by a veterin¬ 
arian, in the event you are required to 
prove ownership. 

If you plan to travel by plane, check 
airline regulations regarding pets well in 
advance of your departure. Most airlines 
allow one dog or cat per cabin, provided 
it is small enough to fit into a 9” carrier, 
however, permission must be obtained at 
the time you make your reservation. Birds 
and larger pets must travel in the cargo 
section. 

Bus, train or boat passengers should 
plan to board their pets, since none of 
these carriers permit animals on board.

able experience rather than a disaster. 
Pets unaccustomed to riding should be 
taken on increasingly long rides before¬ 
hand. It helps to take along familiar 
articles, such as a favorite toy or blanket. 
Feed your pet its usual food in order to 
prevent possible digestive upsets. 

Cats travel best in a carrier, and their 
favorite spot is where they can look out at 
the scenery. Dogs should be encouraged to 
keep to their own place in the car and 
every effort should be made to keep them 
as calm as possible. Pets subject to severe 
carsickness are best boarded, since car¬ 
sick animals make poor traveling compan¬ 
ions. If, however, your pet experiences only 
intermittent or mild motion sickness, your 
veterinarian can prescribe medication to 
relieve the symptoms. 

Prevent problems by making safety 
first the rule of the road. Dogs should never 
be allowed to hang their heads out the 
window, since this subjects them to the 
danger of flying debris, including insects, 
which can lodge in their nasal passages 
with severe consequences. Neither should 
dogs be allowed to ride in the back of an 
open-bed truck. Not only can the animal be 
injured, but its falling from a moving vehicle 
may cause a serious accident involving 
other cars. 

Your route should be planned to in¬ 
clude frequent rest stops. Animals, like 
people, need to get out of the car to 
exercise, relieve themselves, and get a 
drink.

Many hotels and motels allow pets in 
the room with their owners; however, it is 
best to find out beforehand which ones do 
and what their regulations are. 

National and state parks prohibit any 
pets not a leash and do not allow them in 
buildings designed for public use.Many 
also restrict pets to specific areas, and pets 
are not permitted on trails other than in 
the immediate area of the owner’s camp¬ 
site or lodging facility. Owners of noisy 
vicious animals will be asked to remove 
them from the park. Anyone planning to 
take a pet to a park should contact the 
one where they plan to stay, since regula¬ 
tions vary.

Safety and consideration for others 
aie the hallmark of a responsible pet owner. 
By exercising these qualities, pet, owners 
not only make their vacation an enjoyable 
experience for both animal and owner, but 
do their part to insure that pets will con¬ 
tinue to be welcome enroute. 


As noted in an earlier column, if you live 
long enough you’re probably going to have 
cataracts. But you may also earn another eye 
problem by living the long life: glaucoma. In 
fact, three people out of 100 who are 65 or 
over have glaucoma. 

Glaucoma is something of a mystery dis¬ 
ease — we know what it is, but we don’t know 
what causes it. We know it occurs most fre¬ 
quently among persons who have a family 
history of glaucoma, those who are very near¬ 
sighted, diabetics, and in members of the Black 
community. 

We also know that cataract patients have 
glaucoma. Which problem should be treated 
first? 

Glaucoma! 

Glaucoma involves an increase in intra¬ 
ocular pressure. That means that the fluid 
pressure inside the eye builds up faster than 
the natural channels for relieving that pressure 
can function. This unrelieved pressure can 
damage the optic nerve, and that creates 
irreversible sight loss. 

Any opthalmologist will give you the same 
advice — get the glaucoma under control be¬ 
fore you proceed with the cataract surgery. 
Currently, there are some exciting advances 
in glaucoma control. At the Doheny Eye In¬ 
stitute, experiments are underway with a plastic 
device called a Molteno Implant that permits 
excess fluid to drain away harmlessly. And 
advances in pharmaceutical controls have been 
equally impressive. 

Two percent of the people over 35 have 
glaucoma, the “sneak thief” of vision — and 
300,000 of them are unaware they have the 
disease. Don’t wait too long before you have 
an eye exam! 

Next week’s EYE WATCH discusses an¬ 
other thief of sight — diabetic retinopathy. 
It blinds children as well as adults of all ages.

HOW TO AVOID 
TAR STAINS 

The summer months mean going to the 

I beach — hot pavements — in fact, summer 
more often than not means tar stains. 

Ordinary tar is easy to remove, with just 
one proviso. It must not be allowed to age and 
harden. When that happens it is usually im¬ 
possible to remove. 

We therefore recommend the following: 
should any of your clothes — washable or dry- 
cleanable — gel tar stained, bring them in to us 
as soon as you can. 

By knowing about the stain, we can im¬ 
mediately attack it and usually, get it out of 
the fabric entirely. If the tar stain is allowed 
to age and harden, it inevitably solidifies and 
at the same time, imbeds itself into the fibers 
of the fabric — and your clothes are ruined. 
Much too high a price to pay when if caught 
sooner, it might have been removed leaving 
clothes looking like new.

Quilts are oldest ‘new wrinkle’ | 


Handmade quilts are a stunning visual achieve¬ 
ment. 

To fully appreciate these pictures painted in 
fabric they are best taken off the bed and viewed 
vertically. Hang them on the wall as you would 
a fine painting. In this way they become their 
own frame and all four corners are visible at 
once. 

Patty Marks shared these ideas during her 
program “Quilting as an Art Form,’’ presented 
at the Sierra Madre Library as part of the Lib¬ 
rary’s Centennial series. Marks teaches a class in 
quilting at Arcadia High School under Pasadena 
City College’s Community Service Program. 

A capacity audience of some 60 women plus 
a sprinkling of men enjoyed seeing the quilts 
Marks had brought. There were 29, all which 
could be viewed. Both of her grandmothers had 
been quilters and some in this collection were 
done by them. Piece quilts were made for every¬ 
body’s use while those with designs carried out 
by applique were more special and elaborate. 

Marks also showed the work of her stu¬ 
dents. These were interesting not only as today’s 
interpretation of yesterday’s tradition but also be¬ 
cause each student carried out the same assign¬ 
ment of patterns in her own unique way. One 
young woman, for example, used plain black as 
the most dominant fabric then did all her quilt¬ 
ing using yellow thread which really gave the' 
quilting prominence. Amish women used black 
and the darker materials in their work, although 
I am sure not the yellow thread. 

Also shown were some of the quilts done 
by Marks herself. She has completed 30 but 
is usually working on five or six at the same 
time. In this way she doesn’t tire of any one 
pattern or fabric before it is completed. Marks 
does not use a quilt frame. She prefers to do 
the work a block at a time then will often 
sew the hand quilted blocks together using her 
sewing machine. Thus, her “itchy fingers, as 
she describes them, can be busy wherever she

happens to be. One very handsome quilt was 
worked on in such opposite locations as Japan 
and then while waiting to board a boat for 
a trip down the Danube. She calls this “port¬ 
able art.’’ 

These blocks themselves make attractive wall 
hangings such as one displayed done by Sylvia 
Bolle. Bolle is one of the students and is also 
a member of the Friends of the Library. 

A most popular quilt design is the Log Cabin. 
This is a scrap quilt that takes its name from 
the way the material is sewn together, as logs are 
put together in a cabin. The center or chimney 
as it is called, is always red. Marks showed 
several samples of log cabin quilts. One that 
she made however, was quite different. It was for 
a grandson and the chimney or center of that 
one was a letter of the alphabet and the quilt 
had only 25 squares. Fortunately, X and Y were 
printed in one square separated by a slash, so squares 
and alphabet fit. 

Quilt making has been around for about 
200 years, although recently it did skip a gen¬ 
eration. In the early days it certainly meant sur¬ 
vival in cold climates to have these warm bed 
covers. By the time a young woman was mar¬ 
ried she would have made a dozen quilts to bring 
to the marriage as part of her dowry. 

The oppressed I9th century women, constrained 
in the role of homemaker, used quilts as their 
voice and emotional expression of innermost feel¬ 
ings. Today’s quilter looks at their work and their 
standard of excellence and finds a real challenge. 

Not only are these a wonderful craft, says 
Marks, but they represent preservation of the fab¬ 
rics of a particular time. Whatever material was

made in the past, such as lOO'^'o cotton, was 
used and often the material came from such 
clothing items as shirts and aprons that were 
past their use and cut up for quilt fabric. 

Marks, a resident of Altadena, has been teach¬ 
ing in the area for 14 years. Always a sewer, 
she became an art major and along with a love 
of math led to her becoming a draftsman. With 
this backround, quilt making fell into place easily 

for her. 

At the library Marks had a perfect backdrop 
for her program. On the wall hangs the won¬ 
derful Sierra Madre Historical quilt made by many 
hands and under the sponsorship of the Sierra 
Madre Library and Sierra Madre Historical Society 
in honor of the U.S. 1976 Bicentennial.

California recorded

In 
1986, a toal of 748 ac¬ 
cidents, 312 injuries and 
68 deaths were reported 
to the department, along 
with $2.6 million in prop¬ 
erty damage. 


“While statistics show 
a steady decline in boat¬ 
ing accidents, we cannot 
become complacent,” 
said Ivers. “Boaters still 
need to be extremely safe¬ 
ty conscious.” 

The most common 
causes of boating acci¬ 
dents leading to fatali¬ 
ties, according to the sta¬ 
tistics, were capsizing 
and falls overboard, im¬ 
proper weight distribu¬ 
tion or overloading, faul¬ 
ty equipment, and oper¬ 
ator inattention and care¬ 
lessness. In most cases, 
the cause of death was 
drowning, and the vic¬ 
tim was not wearing a life 
jacket.
